Their Lucky Owner. 


Aftei dinner ••'at -Mr.- Mitchell's we 


vere sitting on his front piazza, stnofc- 
ng, und I discovered some beea going 
n Hiid out of a knot in one of the large 
oak trees in front of hia dwelling. 
fhis tree is known- to be over a huii- 
Ired years old. I learned tnat'several 
'ears ago a swarm of bees assembled 
n that tree as their new home, and 
they have worked and lived there ever 
since. After they had been there for 
,hree years the •'colony1- became very1 
arge and strong, and no attempt hod 
ever been made to rob them of their 
loney. At last Mr. Mitchell came to 
the conclusion that the tree must be 
'ull of honey, from seeing large num- 
jers of flies and bees around the root 
of the tree; so he set to work to devise 
some means to get the honey without 
cutting the tree down. After applying 
all the tests known to bee men, he sat- 
sfied himself that the tree was full, 
md then decided to tap it like a fel- 
,ow is tapped for dropsy. So he got 
Vim a faucet and an augur and bored 
i hole in the tree near the root find 
then screwed in the faucet ond to his 
surprise and get delight a solid stream 
of pure and elegant honey as cleaV 'as: 
crystal gushed forth, and the supply 
seemed almost inexhaustible. It con- 
tinued to pour out until he had filled 
six barrels; and he has drawn each 
year since that dine from three to four 
larrels of pure strained honey from 
that old oak tree, and up to this there 
scents to be no signs' of a failure of the 
supply, as the been are still a very 
very strong and healthy colony. 


The same year that Mr. Mitchell 


rapped the old oak tree there was 
i new thick 
growth 
sprung up 


around the old oak of an unusual 
appearance, having a smooth bark and 
thick, waxy leaves. One day he pulled 
off one of the leaves and put it into his 
nouth and found it to be very sweet, 
and upon examining the place from 
which he had plucked the leaf he dis- 
covered that the plant was bleeding ov 
emitting from the wound a clear, thick- 
ooking juice, which, upon tasting and 
examination, proved to be honey. He 
then commenced to nurse the new vol- 
.inteer growth with the tenderest care 
and attention, looking

to supply a bountiful yield in the years 
to come. The quality of the honey is 
so fine and the flavor is so delicate that 
t always commands the highest prices, 
and the demand is greater than the 
supply. 


If some of those enterprising artesian 


well men who are always prospecting 


l boring holes in our county for oil 


could succeed in sinking a well from 
which a solid stream of old mellow 
peach brandy would flow continuously, 
then, indeed, old Spalding County 
would be a new Mecca, and pilgrim- 
ages would be made from all over this 
broad country to the land which flows 
with "peach and honey." 


But be that as it may, the uncer- 


tainty of the fruit crop, the corn crop' 
the wheat crop, nor the uncertainty in 
the price of cotton, has any terrors for 
Mr. Mitchell, for so lung as these 
golden streams of sweetness continue 
to flow from these natural fountains, 
hi s prosperity is ass ured. — Qriffin ( Ga. )

Capital and skill were here, 
but starvation wages were not here, and nevei 
would be so long as tho Republican party wrote 
the laws of the country. Tariff, he said, was 
tho parent of tho Influences that multiplied in- 
dustries, unu tho history of tho country's devel- 
opment would show that the protective tariff 
was indispensable to the cultivation of the 
genius which diversified Industries. In making 
a comparison between the sections where pro 
tectton prevailed and the States where the 
free-trade philosophy existed, ha called Ohio 
to the front. It paid In wages six million 
dollars more than all the thirteen Southern 
States, ye» these States had a population ol 
fifteen millions, while Ohio had only a llttlo 
over three millions. Whose fault was it that 
those States were not manufacturing Slates? 
Nature had been prodigal in her gilts to the 
South. God had blessed that seution beyond 
compare; but It had not consented to blesu 
Itself. It was the fault, of the South, or rather 
It was tho fault of the faith whose works so 
conclusively condemned it. Ho claimed that tho 
North and West Invented and wunufactured 
every thing the South used, from a toothpick to a 
cotton gin, and argued that It would be unwise to 
entrust the industries ot the country to the 
hands of men who htid shoxvn uclthei-the abil- 
ity nor the disposition lo liuve industries of 
their own.

Flooded. 


The Fruits of the Labor of -Many Yean 


Destroyed in a Few 


Hours. 


LOUISIANA, Mo., May 15.—The great 


break in the Sny levee continues to grow 
wider, aud the mighty Mississippi con- 
tinues to pour its merciless waters into 
the fertile basin known as the "Say Bot- 
tom", wrecking homes and destroying the 
toil of many years. The break occurred 
at about the center of the levee, so that 
the upper portion will be comparatively 
uniniured. All day yesterday tho crack 
of the whip and the calls of the horsemen, 
could be heard all over this portion of the 
bottom as they galloped after the flocka 
and herds quietly grazing in the (freeu 
pastures, entirely oblivious of the im- 
pending danger. The greater portion of 
the cattle were driven to the bluffs, whila 
at least a thousand head were brought to 
this side on the steam ferry-boat. The 
Rny bottom contains about one hundred 
and ten thousand acres of fine farming 
land, of which seventy-five thousand acres 
are in wheat and corn. At alow estimate, 
fifty thousand acres in crops will be en- 
tirely destroyed, 
A 


Houses will be greatly injured by the 


water, and the seeds of disease planted 
in once happy homes. The question is 
asked, Why don't the Government •take 
hold of these levees and prevent wreck 
and ruin to farms and homes? TJle great 
trouble is that indivinuals do not build 
the levees strong enough. They have no) 
the money to spend in proper construe 
tion. The water is just now making Its 
appearance in the low places opposite this 
city, but in two days the whole surface of 
the green valley will be covered, As the 
water comes down against the Chicago & 
Alton railroad 
embankment, it will 


require tons of riprap and hundreds 
of sand-bags 
to 
stay its encroach- 


ments.

ol the danger to its roadbed, and has a 
large force of men constantly at work 
(strengthening the entire roadbed across 
the bottom. An order was sent out this 
morning to have all the skiffs in readi- 
ngs to go over at a moment's notice. The 
probability is the roadbed will stand taa 
test, as it did in 1881. After the break of 
yesterday the water in the river began to 
slowly recede, bat is now at a standstill. 
The low places m the city are submerged 
and some families driven from their 
homes. The tra<!k of the St. Louis & 
Keokuk railroad is submerged in places 
so that trains have to be abandoned,

Colonel S. F. Norton, of Chicago, editor 
of a Greenback organ, was made per- 
manent chairman. He said that they had 
met for the purpose of drivine the first 
nail into the coffins of the two old parties. 
General discontent was existing through- 
out the United States. The great army of 
tramps was 
growing 
larger 
each 


year. The farmers were overwhelmed 
with debt, and nothing but bankruptcy and 
loas of their homes stared them in the face. 
Month after month more workmen were 
being thrown out of employment, and 
were being forced to resort to strikes and 
to many coses to open violence. 
These 


were some of the conditions that had in- 
duced the Union-Labor party to start on 
its career, and he would adjure them one 
and all,to lay aside all personal ambitions 
and to join in the one grand purpose of 
bringing relief to the people throughout 
the United States. 


The call of the roll developed the fact 


that the following States were represent- 
ed: Alabama, Arkansas, California, Col- 
orado, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Kentucky, Maine, Michigan, Missouri, 
Nebraska, New York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Texas, West Virginia and Wisconsin. 


A resolution to adjourn tor two hours 


had been adopted when Harry Hilliard, 
of Kentucky, created a commotion by an 
endeavor to introduce a resolution re- 
questing Rev. Dr. MoGlynn to be present 
at the afternoon session. This was met 
by a storm of objections and the gather- 
ing was immediately in disorder. At the 
top of his voice, Hilliard vehemently pro- 
tested against any attempt to enforce gag 
law and denounced the alleged despotic 
actions of the Chair, and his denuncia- 
tions were only ended by the delegates 
making a break for the open air. 


The convention reassembled at three 


o'clock, but it was nearly sit before the 
committee on credentials was ready to 
present its report. Tn the interval the 
platform was occupied by Jesse Harper, 
of Illinois; Mrs. Marion Todd and Mrs. 
Emory, of Michigan. After the report of 
the committee on credentials had been 
adopted, there was a long and animate d 
debate upon a proposition to allow the 
delegates from each State to cast the en- 
tire vote of such State, no matter whether 
the actual representation was one or 
twenty. This was strongly resisted by the 
Western delegates on the ground that it 
would give the New Yorker? seventy 
votes aud practically put them, with the 
Pennsylvania and Maine delegates in cen- 
tral of the convention. Finally the propo- 
sition was voted down. 


A communication was received from the 


United Labor convention in session at the 
Grand Opera-house, asking that a com- 
mittee of conference be appointed, and 
the request was complied with, one dele- 
gate from each State represented being 
selected. Several other committees were 
appointed, and the convention adjourned 
until nine o'clock to-morrow morning. 


Immediately after adjournment, the 


committees went into joint conference 
and it is reported that an agreement is 
likely to be reached upon the basis of the 
land plank in the platform of the Knight" 
of Labor. 


STUDENTS IN COURT. 


Harvard Students Unload Two Thou- 
sand Dollars in Fines Bather 
Than Go to Trial. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., May 16.—The Dis- 


trict police court is worked over hours 
hearing complaints and imposing fines 
Upon Harvard College students. Three 
weeks ago the rooms of the Harvard Polo 
Club were raided by the police, aud ft 
quantity of Baas' ale anil ''hartt stuff" 
captured. 
Six students, belonging to 


Home of the best families in the country, 
were arrested at the time. All of them 
were intoxicated. 
They were fined for 


drunkenness. 
Then a complaint was 


made against the club for selling liquors 
without a license. 
The boys contend 


that they have nevpr kept liquors foi 
sale, but as the fact that they had 
such beverages in the club-room would 
provoke the anger of the faculty, nearly 
all the members of the club have been 
before the court and paid fines of fifty 
dollars and costs. Monday fivn students, 
members of the Polo Club, came up, paid 
their flues and weut away as quietly as 
possible. In this way the members of the 
club have paid nearly $2,000 to the city 
treasury of Cambridge. Tlifiy are getting 
tired of it, and wtlve it not for the scandal 
which a trial won't! provoke they would 
stand up and flghl the police in the courts, 
feeling sure that they would win before 
any jury. •

club-room and prosecuting the members 
has made them widely disliked by the 
students, who take every occasion they 
can to show their contempt. Sunday night

throwing empty beer bottles from his

Yesterday he pleaded guilty 


and paid a flue of $5 and costs. The feel- 
ing against the police is increasing every 
day, aud if a compromise is not soon af- 
fected there will be a flght. 


The Nioaraguan Canal. 


NEW YORK, May 10.—A letter from Ma- 


chuca Rapids, on the San Juan river, Nica- 
ragua, under date of April 14, says: 


"The Nicaraguau Canal survey pro- 


gresses satisfactorily, and the members 
of the expedition continue in good health. 
The location of the lower route, from the 
dam at Ochoa to the Son Jnaiiillo river, 
is complete, except one gap of less than 
two miles, about five miles east of Ochoa. 
Mr. Lebaron is there now with party No. 
4, completing the location. Between the 
San Juanillo and Greytown the prelim- 
inary 
line 
is 
finished, 
excepting 


about 
three miles. 
The 
preliminary 


line 
and the location will be the 


same except about two miles, which will 
be surveyed in a short time. The survey 
of the San Juanillo river and Silico la- 
goon with soundings and ganging is fin- 
ished. The gauging and cross-sectioning 
of all the streams crossing the line from 
Ochoa to Greytown are finished. The bor- 
ings, both along the line and at the sites 
of the dam embankments, locks, culverts, 
etc., are finished from Ochoa to San 
Juanilla. The survey of the upper rtver 
from Fort San Carlos to aud including 
Toro Rapids is finished."

GIFTS OP POISON. 


It is time that respectable merchants 


combined with consumers for the sup- 
pression of all gift, prize and lottery 
schemes in connection with the sale of 
articles of merchandise. These schemes 
are not only demoralizing to legitimate 
business and to the morals ot the com- 
munity, but in the extent ia which they 
are being carried in the sale of articles of 
food have become u source of ^reut dun- 
ger to the public health. They are, no 
matter in what form they appear, nothing 
more or less than devices to swindle hcn- 
est and unsuspecting people. 


It is gratifying to learn that ia some 


instances the officers ot the law have 
taken hold of the matter. In New York, 
and also in Chicago, parties who in this 
way offered gifts t» purchasers of their 
packages have recently been arrested 
upon indictments for lottery swindling. 
The latest candidates, both tor public ex- 
ecration and criminal prosecution, are 
the manufacturers of the nlnin baking 
powders, who are both, by my means ul' 
gifts and lottery tickets, disposing ot 
large quantities of their corrosively 
poisonous compounds, which are so well 
known to be detrimental to health that 
no housekeeper will admit them to her 
kitchen knowingly. This form ot swin- 
dle is not only beicig peddled from house 
to house, but under the promise of large 
profits to be realized, the manufacturers 
are entrenching themselves behind the 
counters of many grocers by getting 
them to offer the alum goods with the 
gifts or lottery tickets attached, thereby 
shifting the liability to prosecution, in 
part, upon other and perhaps innocent 
parties. Every grocer or dealer, for in- 
stance, who sells or offers for sale any of 
the prize or lottery baking powdeis is a 
criminal in the eye of the law, and liable, 
upon conviction, to fine and imprison- 
ment, while those who sell the gift goods 
are, morally, as responsible, for they are 
offering an inducement or prize to house- 
keepers to use a food that contains a cor- 
rosive poison. This is a predicament in 
which it is not possible our grocers will 
care to place themselves when they come 
to think seriously of the matter. 


It must be borne in mind that every 


one ot these gift or prize baking powders 
are alum baking powders. These pow- 
ders coet less than four ceats a pound to 
produce; the gift or prize costs bnt a few 
cents more. They are sold at the price 
of a first-class baking powder, so that the 
swindle, in a commercial sense, is enor- 
mous. Bnt the chief iniquity of the busi- 
ness consists in selling, as presumably 
wholesome, an article of a positively inju- 
rious character, and by means ot gifts or 
bribes inducing1 servants or unsuspecting 
housekeepers to purchase and use it in 
our daily food. 


There should be some prompt method 


of reaching these dangerous practices and 
punishing the parties engaged in their 
promotion. If the present laws are not 
ample, we commend the matter to the, 
consideration of our State Board of 
.Health for recommendation of such addi- 
tional legislation as shall be effective for 
the protection of the public.

Fifteen Yean for Murder. 


SrauYAN, ILL., May 15,—The jury in 


the cue of Wm. P. Corbin for killing 
Charles T. Harris last September, re- 
ceived their instructions at 10 o'clock 
to-day, and brought in a verdict of 
guilty of murder at 1 o'clock. Sentence 
was passed at once. Corbin gets fifteen 
years m the penitentiary at Cheater. The 
prisoner fainted, and it was some time 
before he recovered. Judge Thornton, 
counsel for the defense, made a lengthy 
argument for a new trial, which was re- 
fused by the court. The case attracted 
widespread interest, and both aides 
worked hard for their cause. The testi- 
mony showed that Corbin shot three 
times before Harris drew hie revolver, 
and once after Harris fired. Harris was 
shot in the breast and forehead, and died 
instantly. The defense tried to prove 
that Harris threw bricks {at Corbin, but 
the evidence did not count for much with 
the jury.

legitimate artists. 


"Dining my long career I have 


heard of but two 01 three good en- 
gravers who had to do with counter- 
feits," said L. J. Hatch, formerly of 
the Government Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, and now connected with 
the Westein Bank Note Company. 
"The good engraver would scorn to 
engage in such work. 
His standing as 


an artist and a citizen is too high for 
that sort of thing. Moreover I do not 
think that there is any one artist who 
combines in his person the aptness for 
the three great specialties pf bank note 
work—the lettering, lathe and scroll 
work and picture engraving. Especially 
the latter specialty is one in which the 
height of art is reached by but few. 
In fact, there are not more than six or 
eight proficient artists in the line of 
bank-note picture engraving in this 
country, and their services are so well 
paid that they would be worse than 
fools to throw their talents away In 
criminal pursuits. The bank note, as 
you see it—of course, I speak of the 
design only—19 not the work of one 
engraver, but of four to each plate at 
least. Each artis* engraves a part of 
the design and the different parts or 
dies are united to one plate by an in- 
tricate and delicate system of trans- 
ferring." 


One can readily gain an idea of the 


minuteness of bank-note work when it 
takes a good engraver from twenty to 
thirty days to complete the vignette— 
portrait or scene—alone. 
Take, for 


instance, General Grant's portiait in 
the vignette of the livo dollar silver 
certificate, tho coiinteifeit of which 
is just no.v the talk of the city. A 
careful scrutiny by means of a magni- 
fying lens will disclose that the work, 
which upon first glance impiesses one 
as the result of miniature poitraUuie in 
ink, consists of a multitude of delicately 
engraved lines and dots which can only 
be produced by the aid of a magnifying 
glass. 


"Each poitrait required a different 


combination of linos anil dots to har- 
monize with the fentm os of the man to 
be portrayed," said Mr Hatch. "There 
is no system of portrait engraving. 
Jf 


an artist would attempt to employ a 
settled method he would distoit the 
features. In fact, each engraver puts 
hie own individuality into his work, 
and his production is as chaiactenstic 
of him aa the signature is of a writer. 
So much is this the cat>p that one en- 
graver in this line will be able to tell 
the woik of unothei at a glance. For 
this reason the counterfeiter encounters 
insurmountable difficulties in copying 
a vignette, in Uss he discovers some 
mechanical method, liko photograph- 
ing, litho-engiliving or electrotyping, 
nnd these aids of the countei/citer aie, 
of course, at once appiucnt to the ex- 
peit. Tho counterfeiter who copies a 
portrait by hand can not keep his in- 
dividuality out of the woik. Picture 
Work reqtiii os the highest grade of en- 
graving. The artist has not only to 
produce light and shade, but he must 
understand how to harmonize lines in 
order to obtain what is called a 
'speaking 
likeness ' 
In 
this re- 


spect tho engraver's art is not un- 
like language. You may express the 
same idea in diffeient woids, yet 
there is but one combination of words 
which expresses the idea exactly, 
beautifully—not a word too much nor 
one lacking 
Thus there is but one 


linrmony of lines and dots which makes 
acoireot poiti.iit 
To copy such poi- 


trait by hand without the copyist be- 
ing able to transplant himself into the 
creative individuality of the original 
aitist is pieposterous. That is the 
reason why the inferiority of a coun- 
terfeit is nearly always tirst observed 
in the picture work. Where there is 
one picture engiaver there is a hand- 
ful of letterers." 


Truly, the lot of a bank-note en- 


graver is that of a patient toiler. Day 
after day he plods away with his as- 
sortment of diamond-pointed gravers, 
some of them as fine as the finest 
needles. Line by line and dot by dot 
he carves into the shining steel plate 
befoio him a miniature of the design 
to be reproduced. The duya lengthen 
into weeks and the weeks into months 
before his work is finished, yet each 
line and dot is of his own creation un- 
till the minute carvings blend into one 
beautiful production—a speaking like- 
ness of the design and still so widely 
different iu the execution. That part 
of the plate, however, is not the one 
from which the note is printed. The 
lathe worker and the letteier have been 
busy on their parts of the design while 
the portrait engraver was working, 
each artist working ou a separate piece 
of steel. These pieces are hardened

and form the die. From the latter tho 
design is transferred to a steel roll of 
softer nature by applying an immense 
pressure; actually impressing the de- 
sign of the die to the roll, on which, pf 
course, the parts sunk in the die Will' 
be elevated and the elevations de- 
pressed. This part of the work, though 
mechanical, requires the greatest de- 
gree of nicety and exact adjustment of 
parts in the complicated machinery. 
Its results, speaking by compari- 
son, are to a stereotype 
matrix 


what a steel engraving 
of modern 


times is to an ancient wood cut 
The 


steel roll, containing now what may be 
termed thematiixof the note, orr.vther 
one side of it, is hardened in turn, and 
from the roll the design is transferred 
to a softer plate of uteel by the same 
process of immense pressure. 
Tho 


latter plixle is the one from which the 
printing is done. Inasmuch as not 
more than from ten to twelve thousand 
impressions on paper can be taken from 
one steel plate, it is clear that numer- 
ous printing plates have to be made 
fioni the original engraving, which is 
known as the "bed piece." 


The plates used for printing are im- 


mediately destroyed when the impres- 
sions begin to show flaws. The "bed 
pieces" are preserved in a vault of the 
treasury and temporarily transferred 
to the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing when it becomes necessary to make 
new printing plates. All this is done 
under the strictest supervision, of 
course, yet it has happened that wax 
impressions got into the hands of coun- 
terfeiters. These wax impressions have 
been treated with chemicals, known 
only to the producers of the "queer," 
until every line, dot and filament of 
the genuine original was transferred to 
the counterfeit plate. Of course, in 
such cases nothing remained for the 
Government but to retire the entire 
series of genuine notes from circula- 
tion. It happens not infrequently that 
connteifeiters produce a small number 
of the "queer" stuff with obvious de 
fects. 
Then, after the press or the so- 


called counterfeit detectors have called 
public attention to the faults, the latter 
are corrected, and what may be termed 
a revised edition of the counterfeit is 
issued in large numbers, more danger- 
ous than the first issue. 


Photography has seen its best days 


,in counterfeiting. There are special 
points in each genuine note, notably 
the tints of different color, which the 
'photographer can not produce. But 
,there are methods of operating"bn steel 
plates which expert counterfeiters know 
,to handle with great dexterity and no 
mean, workmanship. Two methods are 
especially dangerous, because they 
produce the original design with snch 
'exactness that only the quality of the 
engraving—like in the recent five-dol- 
lar silver certificate—furnishes a cnte- 
'rion to determine whether a note is 
counterfeit or genuine. All this is, oi 
course, said without reference to the 
quality and texture of the paper. For 
the experienced counterfeiter, es 
cially if he works in the smaller de- 
nominations of currency, the paper is 
not much of an obstacle. 
He knows 


how to "age" the bills so that they 
have the appeal anco of having been 
much handled. In the case of bills of 
smaller value which are not very close- 
ly scrutinized this artificial "aging" is 
usually sufficient to preclude detection. 


One of the methods of transferring 


(is by means of gelatine, on which tho 
design is carefully copied and then 
transfixed upon the etching ground by 
the usual process of acid baths. An 
other process, still moie artistic and 
giving a higher degree of exactness, 
involves the destuletion of the genuine 
note. 
The latter is fastened to the 


steel plates by means known to the 
craft and then the paper is soaked 
off, 


leaving the design, slightly elevated on 
the plate, which is then subjected to 
the etching process, very much m the 
way the finer grade of electrotypes are 
made. Of couise this counterfeit can 
be readily distinguished from the work 
by hand, but it takes an expert to do it 
The general public is usually taken in 
until the counterfeit is exposed. 


The piofessional counterfeiter rare- 


ly, if ever, places his own work into 
circulation. He sells to what is known 
as the "second party," and the latter 
in turn to the "shover" or "layer- 
down." Experienced detectives claim 
that the "second party," as a rule, 
pays about thirty per cent, of the face 
value for his "queer" stuff, and he in 
tain sells to the "shover" at an ad- 
vance at from fifteen to twenty per 
cent. The "shover" generally travels 
in company with a "pal," who carries 
the bulk of the "queer." This is dona 
in order that if the counterfeit is fast- 
ened upon the "shover" and his arrest 
follows, and no other counterfeit be 
found on his person, it relieves him, in 
a measure, from the suspicion of being 
a "professional." 
The prices paid 


vaiy, of course, with the greater or 
lesser degree of workmanship in the 
counterfeit, and so is the manner oi 
circulation adapted to the circum- 
stances. Smaller notes are pretty gen- 
erally circulated without regard to 
unison in action, but if big bills have 
to be floated arrangements are made 
by which a bulk of the queer can be 
put in circulation simultaneously— 
down to the minute—in every large 
city and in numerous places of each 
city. This is done to circumvent any 
telegraphic "pointers" sent from one 
city to another of the discoveiy of 
counterfeit— Chicago Seraltl.
